NE of the most useful of our 
home-made inventions is a 
little garden screen made of a 
square yard of old matting and 
four old pickets, writes a contribu- 
tor to the Woman’s Home Compan- 
ion. The pickets are fastened to- 
gether in a square, each picket pro- 
jecting six inches at both ends. As 
they are four feet in length this 
leaves a framework just a yard 
square upon which to tack the mat- 
ting. The pointed projections are 
pushed into the ground to hold the 
screen upright, and the side and 
top projections are used to fasten 
two or more of the screens together 
either at the top or the sides. 

A score of uses canbe found in a 
garden for these little screens; as 
a protection for fraif transplanted 
seedlings, a screen from the hot 
sun in summer, a windbreak for 
sensitive plants, etc. We use them 
singly, or in threes or.fours, ar- 
ranged in triangles and squares, to 
protect a group of plants. They 
are useful laid flat on some sort of 
support, or inclined at an angle, 
for which purpose they are tied to- 
gether at the top and used in pairs, 
tent shape. In fact they fill many 
uses.

Fhousands in New York do their graduation frocks

HE director of sewing in the public 

schools of Brooklyn and Queens, Miss 
M. Louise Hutchinson, sat in her office 
surrounded by dresses. Red dresses, blue 
dresses, pink dresses, brown dresses—but 
mostly white dresses, the kind of white 
dresses, simple but exquisitely sewn, that 
sensible little school girls today make 
with their own hands to graduate in. 
And as Miss Hutchinson looked at the 
dresses she smiled with pride, and really 
it was a very creditable showing, accord- 
ing to a New York Tribune writer. 

More and more school girls are making 
their graduation dresses every vear, 
say Miss Hutchinson and Mra. Anne L. 
Jessup, director of sewing for Manhattan, 
the Bronx and Staten Island. In Brook- 
lyn in 1905 900 children made their 
graduation finery. The first half of the 
school year just ended 4610 little girls 
made the frocks they were to wear on 
commencement day. And Miss Hutchin-

W ASHINGTON—Increase in 
and membership of the House appropria- 
tions committee giving it control of prac- 
tically every large supply bill, was the 
fiscal plan urged upon the Housg today 
by Representative Fitzgerald of New 
York, chairman of the House appropria- 
tions committee. He opposed the “bud- 
get system” framed by Representative 
Shirley of Kentucky, which will be pre- 
sented to the House Democrats’ caucus 
tomorrow.

Much of the graphite used for the manu- 
facture of pencils comes from these 
mines. The graphite, on being ‘brought 
to the surface, is spread out in the sun 
to dry. It is then thrown into big piles, 
aWaiting shipment. Mule trains take the 
product to La Colorada, whence it is 
sent to Michigan, U. S. A., for other 
treatment. Further process of manufac- 
ture consists in exposing the ground 
graphite to blasts of air. The-stuff is 
then mixed with clay, more of this be- 
ing added for hard than for soft pencils. 
The largest use of graphite, however, 
is as a lubricant, It is employed exten- 
sively in the mixing of paints.

Of the 18 cities in the valley, not 
one has a logical sanitary outlet for its 
sewage. In most cities a primitive single 
property system is still maintained, 
while the best equipped municipalities 
use sewer farms, which, however wel] 
managed, are always objected to, and 
which the county supervisors have de- 
clared cannot in future be stablished 
outside the city limits. There was but 
One solution—an outfall sewer to the 
sea. Here’ is a project which well 
illustrated fhe advantage of cooperation. 
Even Pasadena, the wealthiest city of 
the valley, would be seriously’ embar- 


rassed should it alone attempt to build: 


a sewer 36 miles to the ocean, while for 
any other city such a step would be out 
of the question. By cooperating, how- 
eVer, any city’s share of the total cost 
will be well within its ability to meet, 
and in no city ee Aere be excessive.

ON SEVERAL occasions in the past, The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor has drawn attention to 
Russian police methods and the outrages on 
common humanity which these methods 
involve, and which constitute them the con- 
cern Of men and women all over the world. 
Case The case of Miss Malecka, now happily 
| | released, and that of Miss Roszkowska, who 
| | still lies in a Russian prison, are well known. 

The case of the Jewish bank clerk, Beiliss, 
who for two years has been awaiting his trial, charged with the 
“ritual murder” of the Christian boy Yushinsky, calls for a wider 
attention. This case, which has-now been dragging on for so long, is a 
typical illustration of the Russian judicial method. For consid- 
erably over a year the most conclusive evidence has been forthcom- 
ing that the man Beiliss had nothing whatever to do with the mur- 
der, and prominent Jews all over Europe have proved beyond the 
faintest shadow of doubt, if such proof were necessary, that the 
whole idea of “ritual murder” so called, is absolutely abhorrent to 
the Jew and entirely alien to his faith. (‘This opinion has been con- 
firmed by public men of all nationalities, and the Russian delay in 
discharging Beiliss can only be regarded as part of the policy of 
persecution which they have pursued towards the Jews for so long. 

There is, however, another aspect of the case which ought not 
to be lost sight of, and that is the relation which it has to that per- 
sistent attempt which is being made by the fanatical element of the 
Russian church and especially of the so-called “Union of Russian 
People” to stir up the anti-Semitic feeling among the people, chiefly 
among: the peasantry in the neighborhood of NSieff. MKieff has 
already a far too unworthy association in the minds of the civilized 
world, and there can be no doubt of it that unless measures are 
taken to counteract this campaign, there 1s much reason to fear the 
repetition in Kieff of the pogroms of some years ago. 

All this is entirely apart from the simple question of humanity 
as regards Beiliss himself. Innocent or guilty, he had a right to 
be tried as early as possible after the charge was made against him, 
and yet again and again during the past two years has the trial been 
nostponed. Over a year ago the Monitor condemned this action of 
the Russian authorities. The trial was then postponed until the 
autumn, in the autumn it was postponed until the spring, and now 
it has been postponed again. As has been said, it is the concern 
of common humanity, and common humanity demands that this

Murder’ 
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IT MIGHT have been expected of the motor 
boat that it would develop as an instrument 
of war.

CLEVELAND, under a provision of the new 
constitution of Ohio, will vote in July on the 
adoption of a new city charter. Under the 
proposed plan the ballot is to be nonpar- 
| tizan and short, nominations for municipal 
| offices are to be made by petition, and no 
| 


|New Charter party designations are to be permitted. 
Departing from the commission idea, which 
| provides generally a commission of five, one 
of whom shall act the part of mayor, the 

Cleveland scheme retains the city council system, but elevates the 
mayor to a much more important station than is usually assigned 
him, supplying him with a cabinet of five to be composed of the 
directors of the departments of law, finance, service, safety 
and welfare. 
This plan was not adopted for submission until every detail 

had been carefully examined and discussed. Therefore, it imust not 
be assumed off-hand that in departing from the simplicity of the 
commission plan, as it is generally understood, a mistake has been 
made. Many will not like the retention of the council, yet a small 
body of this kind may be useful as a direct representative of the peo- 
ple. Under the commission form, properly so-called, the people 
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elect the heads of the several departments, or commissioners whe 
vecome the heads. This is one of the great weaknesses of the sys- 
tem. Department heads, in the opinion of careful students of gov- 
ernment, should be appointive not elective officers. In Cleveland, 
the mayor will be, in fact as well as in name, the chief executive 
officer of the municipality. It will lie with him to surround himself 
with expert department men. ‘These will be freer to perform their 
duties by being relieved of all legislative work and responsibility. 
On the other hand, the public, through its representative council, 
will hold the purse strings, and thus be able to check any undesirable 
tendencies in the executive departments. 

The present city government of Boston is sometimes called a 
modification of the commission form, yet it differs more widely from 
the Galveston or Des Moines plans than does the proposed Cleveland 
charter. Boston wiped out the reprehensible ward system and sub- 
stituted for an unwieldly and wholly unnecessary legislative system 
a small council representative of the entire municipality. Much 
legislation that is carried on by municipal-bodies in American cities 
generally in Massachusetts is under state control. In his executive 
capacity, the mayor of Boston is under the constant supervision of 
a finance commission, which is practically a board of review with 
veto power. Even with these complications, however, Boston is 
strongly set against any meddling with its present charter, so greatly 
is it preferred to the old. The proposed Cleveland charter seems 
complicated also, but no judgment can be fairly passed upon it until 
it shall have been put to a practical test. It may be just the thing 
for Cleveland while entirely unsuitable to Detroit or to Boston.

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\WutH all the pure, cold water of the St. Lawrence basin at

But, of course, it 1s not a question of supply in 
fact; it is a question of pumping machinery.

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EvERY man, woman and child in the United States would owe 
$10.74 if responsibility for the public debt were distributed on a 
per capita basis. It is not so distributed, of course; neither can it 
be; and vet the credit of the republic is in the keeping of all of its 
people, and not of any particular class. 
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THERE is certainly a moral in the fact that flood prevention is 
seldom, if ever, thought of in the valley states when the rivers are 
low. 
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CAMBRIDGE'S explanation of Harvard's failure to win more 
races last week: There were no more to win. 
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MANy of the great carrying corporations of 
the United States are at present appealing 
for more liberal treatment on the part of 
legislative bodies, federal and state, and for 
fairer treatment on the part of the general 
public. The appeal is not unanswered. 
There is an evident widespread disposition to 
hear and consider carefully the railway side 
of the question. Public opinion has not com- 
mitted itself as yet to acceptance of all the 
contentions raised on behalf of the railways, but it appears to be 
leaning more favorably toward some of them than it was two years, 
one year or even six months ago. It is beginning to see and 
acknowledge that in its effort to right things that were manifestly 
wrong it went to extremes in certain instances. It is willing to con- 
cede at present, for the sake of argument, that it is not quite equit- 
able to compel the companies to increase their expenditures while 
restricting their opportunities for increasing receipts. 

It is in pressing this very point upon unbiased people, already 
fairly well convinced, and upon a general public that seems willing 
to be convinced, that the spokesmen of the carrying corporations 
are in danger of making a grave mistake. That is, they are pro- 
ceeding along a line that if pursued too far is certain to raise the 
whole question of the proper relationship of the public to railway 
policy and administration, something that is not necessary at this 
time, something that is likely to involve a discussion that will. post- 
pone an adjustment of the railway situation indefinitely. 

In other times, no doubt, force was given to arguments 
advanced in behalf of railways by statements setting forth the 
amounts of money the corporations were paying out for this, that 
and the other purpose. The railways often set themselves up as 
philanthropists by telling what vast sums they were spending 
annually tor labor, equipment, improvements and betterments, and 
what great sums they were paying into the public treasuries in the 
nature of taxes. And in less thoughtful amd exacting days, the 
people and their representatives were often influenced to grant val- 
uable favors in return for such statements of disbursements. Popu- 
lar thought, more inclined in these days to concentration and 
analysis in such matters, cannot be successfully, or even safely 
approached in this way. For instance, when the manager of a great 
transportation system says, as one said the other day: “Our com- 
pany has paid out $10,936,134.90 to comply with the laws, state and 
federal,’ expecting upon the strength of this to gain sympathy for 
his corporation, he is pretty certain to be disappointed. For the 
public has come to regard the moneys at the disposal ot the railway 
corporations as trust rather than private funds. These moneys 
came from public franchises, from. opportunities created by the 
‘rom public traffic. It 1s a mistake at this late day for any 
carrying company to assume an inherent right to the privileges it 
enjoys, to undertake to place the public under obligations for doing 
what it is manifestly right it should do as the agent, or, better still,

the servant of the people. 

The railways are expending public rather than private money 
when they pay for the maintenance of their lines. They are simply 
carrying out the terms of their contract when they make great 
expenditures for labor or material. In complying with the law they 
are doing only what the humblest concerns 1m the land are compelled 
to do. And they are taking a very unwWjse course in expecting to 
be applauded and rewarded tor doing their plain duty, and a still 
more unwise course in undertaking to patronize a public that is in 
no mood to accept patronage. Let them be frank, plainspoken, 
honest, and a fair-minded people will hear them patiently and treat 


them decently.
